The 28th Parliament which 
opers Thursday, Sept. 12, will 
take on added significance as 


Governor-General Michener reads 
the traditional speech from the 
throne at the porliomentary open- 
ing in the Senate chamber. But 
few hard predictions are being 
made. 

Normally after a general elec- 
tion it is a simple matter to review 
the campaign promises and sift 
from them the items likely to 
emerge as legislative proposals. 
But Mr. Trudeau steered away 
from hard promises, both in his 
April campaign for the Liberal 
leadership and in his election 
speeches. 

The technique, o sharp depor- 
ture from political tradition, work- 
ed like magic. Mr. Trudeau do- 
 minated the leadership race ond 
the Liberals won a commanding 
majority in the June 25 election, 
the first party to do so since the 
Conservative landslide 10 years 
ago. 

When the new Commons assem- 
ble, Liberals will hold 155 of the 
264 seats. They will face an op- 
position composed of 72 Conservo- 
tives, 21 New Democrats and 14 
Creditistes. One seat is vacant 
ond the other held by Lucien La- 
moureux who ran as an independen 
and is expected to be re-elected 
Speaker

CRITICIZED 


Elliott Harrington, chairman 
of the Agincourt Milk Producers! 
Association, said Friday that "the 
dictatorial attitude of the Ontario 
Milk Marketing Board" is causing 
many dairy farmers "serious finan- 
cial hardship. " 

Mr. Harrington said in a state- 
ment that the new board regula- 
tions will cost 450 farmers with o- 
perations adjacent to Toronto a 
total of $1,4000,000. 

Many of the farmers had made 
substantial investments to produce 
the top quality required by board 
regulations, he said. 

New regulations forced them 
to sell to the board instead of di- 
rectly to producers as many had 
formerly done, and paid them a 
lower rate for top quality milk.

The big question in a lot of 
peoples’ minds today is regarding | 
Trade Unions, Labour Unions and 
just how much power should they 
really have? Secondly, what 
stipulations should govern strikers 
when they are on strike? 

First, going back a few years 
to school days, | can remember 
| being told of the large company 
monopolies and how they some- 
times worked hand in hand to 
keep their wages lower and in 
turn clearing a huge profit. The 
Government finally stepped in 
and broke up the "Big Brother 
Act." 

Today it would appear that 
the tide has completely reversed 
and that the Union, especially 
Trade Unions exercise: too much 
strength and not enough control 
in meeting the demands of their 
members. When these demands 
are rejected it's "Strike Time" 
and usually the "strikers" lose 
more than they gain in the long 
run if they suffer as much as we 
ore led to believe. 

But supposing, and it has hap- 
pened doubtless many times be- 
fore, the striker joins an out-of - 
town "Union" and continues to 
work, while to the public his 
image is of the poor under-paid 
worker at home waiting patiently 
for the powersto-be to settle 
the dispute so he can once again 
start purposely supporting his 
home. This to me is a fraudulent 
deal and the "Unions" should 
step in and stipulate it as such. 
| wonder if all these "pickets" 
actually work for the company 
on strike or are they paid todo 
so while the worker himself is | 
out of town working? 

Another interesting facet of 
this discussion is how it relates 
in comparison to these "Govern- 
ment positions" that have no 
power to strike. It would seem 
virtually impossible for Govern- 
ment wages to be on par with 
labour, for the moment Govern-
